San Franctsco, Feb. 22.-—J. W 
McCarthy, the defaulting Clerk 
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of the Supreme Court, of this city, who 
bas been in Honolulu since January 
4th, returned to-day on the Mariposa. 
It is understood that McCarthy's friends 
have fully settled with the State for the 
moneys collected on the State's account, 
uud his only outstanding indebtedness 
now is that due to individuals. 

As soon as McCarthy landed he was 
taken to the office of the Chief of Police 
and released on $3000 bail. McCarthy 
stated that he left the city on account of 
health, that he intended to go to Los 
Angeles or some other warm locality 
tor the benefit of his health, but sud 

denly changed his mind and took 
passage on the St. Paul fo? Honolulu 

He saft that bis ticket was purchased 
by a friend because he was pressed for 
time. He also says that his baggage 
was plainly marked John W. Me 

Carthy, San Fraueisco, as also was 
a yripsack which he carried on board 
the St. Paul in hie hand. He adds 
farther that just before the sailing 
of the St. Paul, an official 
on the dock from which the steamer 
sailed took a drink with bim and that 
he made no disguise of his intention of 
taking a trip to the islands for the 
benefit of his health. He says that be 
has returned within the sixty days ab 
sence limit prescribed for State officers, 
and considers himself entitled to the 
office of Clerk of the Supreme Court, to 
which he was elected for a term of four 
years, and that be will immediately as 

sume the dnties as such officer. He 
says that he owes the State nothing iv 
his official capacity and that if he has 
any private creditors they have their 
legal recourse. Shortly after McCar. 
thy's departure, Governor Stoneman 
appointed J. D. Spencer to succeed him. 
Complications are, therefore, expected 
to arise in the matter.

Denver, Col., Feb. 22.—The Santa 
fe and Denver and Rio Grande roads 
to-day reduced passenger rates to Ore- 
gon and Washington Territory points to 
meet the cut announced by the Union 
and Northern Pacific people on Satur- 
day. They aleo reduced the Ogden and 
Salt Lake — from $30 to $25, making 
it the same as the San Francisco rate. 
With this exception everything remains 
the same as at the beginuing of the 
war. 

THE BATES GO STILL LOWE 
Curoaco, Feb. 22.—The Sante Fé 
road to-day issued instructions to all 
its agents to give orders for a rebate of 
S2row $50 first-class limited ent- rate 
uckets, and $5 on second-class and 
immigrant cut rates. The same were 
quietly distributed. This afternoon the 
Burlington and the Denver and Rio 
Grande, accidentally bearing of this, im- 
mediately issued orders making a first- 
class open rate from the Missouri river 
to San Francisco of $30, and $20 second 
class. It is understood that the Union 
Pacific officers, who have been notified 
of this iast redaction in overlard rates, 
will meet it promptly. 


THE CUKE STRIKERS. 
Work Besamed but More Trouble 

Feared. 
Mr. Pueasant, Pa., Feb. 22. There 
was a general resumption of work in the 
coke regions to-day. It was feared that 
the Huugarians would cause trouble, 
but they placed no obstacle in the path 
of the workmen. At the Valley mines 
the men went in and came out in a body 
for local grievance. The Hungarians 
are flocking into the offices for checks 
to-day and many refused to work They 
are angry because the compromise was 
made. It is thought that an effort will 
be made to freeze them out and compel 
them to leave the region. 

HUNGARIANS THBEATEN VIOLENCE. 
22.—A Cornelsville 
dispatch says: The Hungarians pa- 
raded through the northern part of the 
regions all night, threatening violence 
to all who returned to work. The 
police are on and no serious 
trouble is apprehended. At the Mor- 
rell & Wheeler mines the men struck 
again because the company refused to 
reduce the size of the wagons.

Beurast, Feb. 22.—Large bodies of 
Orangemen wearing regalia, displaying 
banners and headed by bands of music, 
met Lord Randolph Churchill at the 
depot here.

Lord 
Churchill appealed to ali, regardless of 
creed, to declare in favor of u reer and 
closer union. If the appeal failed, he 
said, he would not mind leaving the 
issue to the people of Ulster. He be- 
lieved the storm would blow over, how- 
ever, and that the union would emerge 
stronger than it ever had been. Lord 
Churchill expressed the hope that the 
datt uggle would be kept within constitu- 
‘tional limits, but added that they mus: 
be prepared for the worst. The meeting 
adopted resolutions to oppose national. 
ism and to call upon the people of Eng 
land and Scotland for help.

| Fearfal Experience of the Captain 


Frank N. Thayer. 

New York, Feb. 22.—Oapt. Robert 
Cia:K, his wife and daughter and four- 
teen seamen, survivors of the American 
ship Frank N. Thayer, which was 
burned at sea on January 4, 700 miles 
from St. Helena, hed this city to-day 
from Liverpool. Capt. Clark is a typ- 
ical American sailor, very tall, with coal 
black beard, hair and eyes. Were it 
not that he occasionally placed his hand 
on an ugly plaster-covered cut upon his 
right cheek, noone would suspect that 
he still suffered from the effects of 
his encounter with the two crazy 
Manila seamen, who, before firing ship, 
endeavored to wipe out every 
man on board. When a reporter spo 
to him his eyes brightened, and, ony 4 
long pause, he said: ‘‘I am not in the 
mood to tell you all about my experi- 
ences, for I am still suffering great 
agony. After my arrival in England I 
went to some of the physicians, 
but, beyond covering my wounds, they 
did nothing. My wife here,“ pointing 
to a small, pale, but pretty woman, is 
just as bad as I. She has no wounds, 
it is true, but her mind was so upset by 
the mutiny and its horrible effects, that 
I tear she will never recover.’

SECTION J. 

There is hereby levied upon each male per- 
son over 21 and under 55 years of age found ir 
each road district of this county, between 
the date on which this ordinance shall go 
into effect, as beteinafter provided, and the 
$lsi day of December of the present year, 
the sum of three dollars as 6 o poll taz 
for the current year. 


SECTION II. 

Every person in a road district in ssid 
county who has not paidthe road poll tax 
mentioned in the preceding section in some 
other district, must pay the seme prior to 
December 31, 1886, to the Road Overseer of the 
district of whick such person is then an in- 
heitant;
